The bureau of statistics has. In the 
attempt to determine the cause .,f 
this dehKne in exports In 1908. made 
a canful analysih of the import* of 
the prlncl|»al countries to which our 
export* are sent, with the purpose of 
il« t. i mining whether the red not inn 
In purchases of products of tht 
I'nited States was due to larger pur 
chases from other sources by those 
countries, respectively, or whether 
the reduced value or their respective 
imports from us was merely a part 
of a general reduction to 'heir im 
lion*. This analysts Is based In such 
<ii*,. upon official flgur.-H of the r 
hpective countries in question. 

Tlx result of this study *how* that 
merchandise from the I'nited States 
formed In 19liS a larger percentage 
of the total ini|x>rt« of the principal
